The White Star liner Majestic, Capt.

Brutal iu tlic Extreme— Stabbed, 
Shot, Hacked and Terribly 
Beateu. 



Sofia, BulRariii, Dec. 2:J.— The trial ot 
the persona iieeiised of the murder of ex- 
Proiuier StambuloQ", who was stabbed in 
the streets ot this city iu July, 1895, re- 
Bulting in bis death on Jaly 18, was for- 
mally opened in the court house before 
a mixed tribunal and was continued 
yesterday. The accused are ; Boni 
Georgeoll', a former servaut of Mnj. Pau- 
it/.a ; Atzoff , a Mncedoniau, the coaoliman 
■who drove Stainbuiofl' from thy Union 
club to the scene of the crime; Xaum 
TuffektohelF, an employe in the build- 
ing departmentinthe ministry of j)ublic 
■works here, and brother of Dimitri Tuf- 
fektcheff, who died in prison, as is as- 
serted as a result of torture inllicted by 
tlie direct order o( the prime ministor. 
Tullelttclieir waanocased of complicity iu 
tlie murder of the minister of finance, 
who was assassinated iu the street in the 
presence of JI. StanibulolV, for whom he 
W.1S mistaken, on Marcli 2S, 1S9L 

A letter written by the murdered 
statesman to afriimd eoine three niontlia 
before his (leatii was read bv the judye 
amid prufounU silence. Tlie letter was 
dated Sofia, March 10, 1895, and gave in 
detail the plot for StainbulotTa murder. 
This information, the letter asserted, 
came from one Ch. Zachariew, who was 
in close touch with a bangl of 
ten or fifteen assassins, who had 
svrorn to free the country from "the 
tyrant Stambuloff." The letter declared 
that the aasassios expected clemency 
from the prince after a short imprison- 
ment, and ^that a plot was also afoot for 
the murder of the prince himself. It 
implicates a number of other political 
agitators besides those now on trial. 
The letter coucliides ; 

" Tliese statements I have written in 
order that it may be known that the 
plan of the murderer was known to me, 
and that sooner or later niy friends and 
my children may demand their punish- 
ment. S. STAMnUI.OFK." 

The murder of M. Stambuloff wae 
brutal iu the extreme. He was stabbed, 
shot, iiacked aiid beaten in a most ter- 
rible manner by his assailants, who 
stopped his carriage while he was re- 
turnine home, daring the evening of 
July 16, from luncheon at the Union 
Club, accompanied by a colleague, M. 
Petcoff. 



IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Ignorainions Defeat of tlie Spaniards Who 
Are Mown Down by the Natives. 

San Fuancisco, Dec. '23. — Private ad- 
vices from Manilla, Philippine islands, 
are •rarilied by an account that appears 
in the lionKkonf; press received per 
Belgic. The news contained in the com- 
munication deals with the attack by the 
Spanish on the Noveleta isthmus, and 
tlie atteni|)t of the Spanish to dialoilge 
the insurj^ents in Covite and Viejo. At 
the end of the cam paik'n, which Insteil 
until Novembet 1-t, tiie 8piuiiah authori- 
ties sent out (ligpatcliea reporting that 
the attack had been Euecessfal, and that 
the rebel loss was very heavy.' The 
Spanish claimed to have lost about 35 
killed and 100 wounded. 

Ic is learned that the f;rcat victory the 
Oastiliana predicted endcil in ignomini- 
ous defeat. The rebels held Noveleta 
against tlie warships and troops, and the 
Spaniards retired aufl'eriug a lieavy loss. 
The i^paniah forces under Lieneral Rios 
were divided into two brigades of 7,000 
men, each supported by the Spanish 
gunboats in the bay. The insurRenta 
numbered about ll.',OO0, a somewhat 
smaller force than tlie Spanish com- 
manded, but they were strongly en- 
trenched in Covite and ^Toveleia. At 
the head of the Xoveleta peninsula the 
ground was honeycombed with rille pits, 
and the town defended from assault by 
earthworks ijlaiited with rapid-lire 
cannon and several pieces of heavy artil- 
lery. 

(..ten. Rios attacked the first line of re- 
doubts at Noveleta, and the rebels fell 
back to the main line of defense, a mile 
in the rear of the picket line. The .'Span- 
ish bud their plane well arranged. They 
placed the cruiser Oastilla close in shore, 
and with her guns covered the attack of 
the royal troops. The cruiser's shells 
reachecl the outside defenses of the 
rebels, but hail little effect on the <Io- 
leusea of the city. The light started at 1) 
o'(dock Sunday, Xovember S, ami by 1 
J). 111. the insu r^'ciits' (juter works hail 
been evacuated. 

Then a general iittncf: followed, Kios 
throwing the main Ijddv o£ his tirnt 
brigade against the rebel entrench- 
ments. The gnu lioat.M opened lire on 
the enemy, but owing to bad gunnery 
failed to cause any damage to the de- 
fenses. The Cardella, iho closest to 
Covite, was fully si.v: luih's from the 
town, and all of her sheila fell short, 
owing to the extreme elevation of the 
ship's canuon. 

When Rioa' men reached the insur- 
gents' works a terrific fire waaopenedon 
them. They marched forth resolutely 
until the rifle pits commenced to belch 
fire, mowing down the front ranks. The 
cohunn faltered, then rulreatt.'d slowly 
under a heavy lire. The Sp.viiiHli troops 
wore in the 0))en and sulijecteti to the 
full effect ot the lire. Had the rebels' 
gunnery been good, tliey would have 
been slaughtered. 

On the morning of November 11 the 
Spanish wore back in their camp again 
and had repaired the remiiaiitB of their 
first brigade. The second briu'ado had 
suffered very little. The steamer Isabel 
I and a small transport were used to 
fetch the wounded to port from the pen- 
insula. At least 500 wounded were 
brought from the battlfifleld. 

On AVednesday, November 11, Eios 
projjared and headed a second attack on 
Noveleta. He threw his entire army 
against the redoubts, but was routed 
w"ith liea<*y loss in the first attack. The 
"■uuboats failed to aid the troops to any 
extent, their sliot.s falling short. 

The Spanish did not attempt to renew 
the attack, but waited until the morn- 
intl of November 14, when a weak ellort 
was made to flank the rebels, the failure 
of which ended the lighting for the Inne 
being. 



WILL BE COERCED. 

Powers Weartsd With the Sultan's Ob- 
stinacy— wm (U»npel Him to 
Make Reforms. 

CoNSTAN riNoi'i.i:, Dec. 23. — All ambas- 
sadore have now received instructions to 
act in concert for fresh proposals with a 
view ot improving the situation in the 
Ottoman empire. The proposals before 
being submitted to the Sultan will be 
referred to their respective governments. 
All the powers, inolading Russia, have 
rapeatedly announced daring the past 
lew monciis that they have agreed on 
the expediency of employing coercion 
should the Sultan be recalcitrant. But 
the form of coercion to be employed will 
not be determined upon until the emer- 
gency arises. 

Lo.N'Do.v, Dec. 23. — As frequently an- 
nounced from various capitals, since the 
visit of the Czar to the Queen at Bal- 
moral in Seiitember last, the powers 
have finally become convinced that the 
Sultan's ijromises amount to nothing 
and they have determined to begin a 
policy of coercion. The Murquis of 
Salisbury on Monday last summoned 
the ambassadors to the foreign ofiice 
and (loinmunicated to them the views of 
the British government on the delinito 
proposals to Russia for a joint interven- 
tion in order tliat each ambassador 
might communicate them to his own 
government and thus enable the repre- 
sentatives of the great powers at Con- 
stantinople to be properly instructed. 

It is believed that unless the Sultan 
within the next ten days shows defer- 
ence, which is at present little suspect- 
ed, decisive steps will be taken by the 
joint powers. In this connection, the 
Xovoe Vremya, of St. Petersburg, says 
it is probable that wdthin a few days the 
Russian Black Sea fleet will appear in 
the Dosphorus, where it will be joined 
by the squadrons of other powers from 
the Dardanelles. 



THE CAMERON RESOLUTION. 

Secretary OIney's Interpretation Discussed 
by the Press of London— Position 
of President Cleveland. 

London, Dec. 22. — The Times in an 

editorial says it thinks that in the face 
of Mr. Olney'a distinct intimation of 
President Cleveland's intention toward 
the Cameron resolution, the two hou'ses 
of congress may hesitate to accept the 
responsibility of the resolution. 

" President Cleveland has nothing to 
gain by yielding," the Times continues, 
" and it is dilBcult to see what the 
majority in congress could do. Is he to 
be arraigned before the supreme court 
and impeached eventually for diso- 
bedience, if he ha found in the wrong of 
the movement. 

" The queation appears more likely to 
be a conflict of the powers within the 
American conatituiion than between 
Spain and the I'nited States. Even if 
Mr. Sherman shouUl be secretary of 
state in the new administration, it is 
hardly likely that Mr. McKinley would 
surrender his independence as executive 
and enter upon the incalculable risk of 
a war with Spain." 

The Chronicle also discusses the con- 
atitutioaal queation involved in the ap- 
parent difference between President 
Cleveland and congress on the Cameron 
resolution. This paper thinks ttiat Mr. 
Oluey cannot put Ids foot down so abso- 
lutely and that he must have been mis- 
understood, "because, even admitting 
the dilflcultyof bringine the matter be- 
fore the supreme court, congress could 
apparently impeach the President, or 
take the i|uicker step of declariug war 
against Sjiain." 

Tlie Standard, on the other hand, does 
not doubt but that Mr. Oiney's doctrine 
is perfectly sound. It says: "We 
seem to be in the presence of one of 
those checks which the fathers of the 
American constitution wisely imposed 
upon the impulsive or sjiaamodic iiinor- 
anco ot the crowd and its more direct 
representatives."

Vancouver, Dec. -The approach 
of the Cliriatmas Beason is Rinply evi- 
denced by the displays made by local 
merchnntg, and rejiorta indicate a larger 
vohiino of ijiisiiitias this year than laat. 

Tlio interior of Chri.st cluirch has heen 
inniert;oinf5 a ru-decoratioii durinp; the 
hiat few daya and will present a really 
liandsome appearance at the Christuiaa 
season. An organ, recital and sacred 
concert will be given in the church to- 
night. 

A coneecration service was held on 
Sundiiy night on the premises occupied 
by the Japanese Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety on Pender street. Six Japanese 
were baptised, and a sermon preached by 
Kev. VV, W. Baer. This society, under 
the management of the Methodist 
church, is doinggood work. 

Hon. Mr. Blair and party left Vancou- 
ver for New WeBtnainster yesterday 
morning, tjivite a number of citizens 
turned out to wish tiie Minister of Kail- 
\Viiya and Canala good-bya. 

Tlie remains of the lato Mr. George U. 
Black were removed to-day irom Hast- 
ings and interred at Xew Wcstininstoi'. 

The annual report of the health and 
plumbing inspector, just ptiblialied, is 
considered a very aalibiactory one. 
Keference is made to the improved sani- 
tary condition of Dupont street and the 
satisfaction given by the crematory. No 
cases of infectious diseases have been re- 
ported during the year. 

WESTMINSTER. 

WKsiMiNSTiiii, Dec. L'3. — Hon. A. G. 
Blair arrived from the terminal city, and 
was met by a numbbr of leading citizens. 
An address was read at the board of 
trade rooms, on behalf of the city and 
the board of trade, to both of which Mr. 
Bhiir replied in felicitous terms. No 
addresa was presented by the Liberal 
Association, Mr. Aulay Moirisoii etatiiig 
that ic was desired to avoid anything ol 
a party nature. 

After the adjournment of the city 
council meeting a supper was given to 
the members and the newspaper men by 
His Worship the Mayor, which proved a 
very successful function. This supper 
has assumed the dignity of an annual 
affair, and is much appreciated by the 
retiring members of the council. 

A recount of the ballots in the late 
municipal election was m«do yesterday 
under the supervision of Mr. Justice 
Bole at the request of Aid. Woods, 
owing to a doubt on a part of that gentle- 
man's agent as to the accuracy of the 
count. The result was to increase the 
official majoi ity against Mr. Woods by 
one vole, eo that the result of tlie elec- 
tion was confirmed. 

The machinery for the Automatic Can 
I'actory arrived yesterday, atul ig being 
diacliarged to-day at Sapperton. The 
steamer Lakme, Captain Anilerson, 
brought the machinery direct from San 
Francisco, and also brings the skilled 
mechanics to whom is to be entrusted 
the installation of tlie nlant. 

A session of the Supremo court was 
held yesterday, Mr. Justice Bole pre- 
siding. Several cases of minor interest 
were dealt with. His Lordship after- 
wards held a session of the County court. 

KASLO. 

(From KootetiRinn.) 
A strike of rich ore ia reported upon 
the B. N. A., a claim on tlie South Fork 
of Kaslo creek. The B. N. A. is owned 
by Tim Cronin, Lauchey McLean and 
(ireen brothers, who also bold two ad- 
jacent claims, 'I'hf rx'w strike was made 
after going through 3(1 feet of granite 
wash, anil running 21 feet on the ledge. 
An attemj)t was then made to crosa cut 
from the foot wall, lint at 17 feet the 
hanging wall hud not been reached. 
Eicli ore was struck, however, showing 
considerable wire siivar. Assays liave 
not yet been obtained, but the ore looks 
very rich. 

Ed. Banm reports a valuable find on 
the Yuba Dam group, of which he and 
Mike Walsh are the owners. The group 
ia located about two and a half miles 
north of Bear hike, in the dry oie belt, 
between the Wellington and London. 
They have a five foot leac' on the jiro- 
porty. They have run tliiee tunnels, in 
one of which they tapped the lead and 
got ore in paying quantities at twenty- 
live feet. They also have the Bullion 
lead on the property. 

The sampling works of the Kootcnny 
Ore Coiiuiany started work on Wednes- 
day last, and ran through thirty t<ins of 
ore from tiie Whitewater mine. There 
are further quantities on the ground, and 
now that the works nie in active oper- 
ation, ttiore is little doubt that the con- 
signments will be ample. 

TRAIL CREEK. 
(From the Trail Creek Newa.) 
Mr. R. E. Hasbrouck has his new con- 
centrator nearly completed. He claims 
it revolutionizes the concentration of 
ores, as it works automatically and sei 
arates the different minerals from their 
gangue by their specific gravity. The cost 
of the concentiator and its operation is 
very small as compared with present 
methoda. Mr. Hasbrouck has interest- 
ed 10. S. Topping in the invention, and 
as soon aa it has proved what the in- 
ventor claims for it it will be pushed to 
the front. 

The Heather Bell ^Mining Company, 
operating on Sullcvan creek, lias just 
taken in ten tons of auppliea for the 
winter working, which will consist of a 
shaft and tunnel. This jiroperty lies* a 
mile and a quarter from the Columbia 
river. The buildings are all up for the 
winter quarters antl an assay office will 
be put in in a short time, right at tlie 
mine. 

J. D. Anderson baa just finished sur- 
veying the Marquise. He is familiar 
with all the claims on Lookout mountain 
and has made several surveys on it. 

I'red. Kaiser, of the Kaiser hotel, ia 
tlie owner of a tv.o-tliird interest in the 
Copper Belt, on Beaver creek, a half 
mile northwest from the Nelson and 



North Sheppard railroad. The purchase 
was made from A. Walker. It runs $U> 
in gold and IS per cent, copper. Mr. 
Kaiser has just stocked the Goeltenberg, 
a quarter of a mile north of Porcupine 
creek and one mile from tlie Nelson and 
North Slieijpard railroad. Surface show- 
ings run from $2 to If5 in gold and 5" 
ounces in silver. Mr. Kaiser proposes 
to open up in January. 

Four men' are at work .on the Stem- 
winder. 

A quarter interest in the Red Bird 
mineral claim at Salmon siding was sold 
this week to II. J. Scott, of Vietorir.. 
This is one of the promising prospects on 
Salmon mountain, two miles and a half 
from Salmon Siding. 

The Dora L.. Addie L. and Gold Plate 
group, on Salmon river, between Sheep 
creek and Lost creek, are to bo incorpor- 
ated. J. Fleishman left for the East to 
perfect arrangements. J. Lukovia also 
interested in the group. 

Another contract for 75 or 100 feet of 
tunnel will he let on the Imperial next 
week. Seventy-four feet of work have 
just been completed. 

The owners of the Finance and four 
other claims at Waterloo have given an 
option to a strong Engliah syndicate. 
The gentlemen interested are II. Bob- 
bins, Tom Corsaii, \j. C. Crawford, A. T. 
Monteith and W. deV. le Maistre. 

George I''redoricks, of Rossland, baa 
been negotiating for the purchase of a 
property up the Columbia river. The 
deal will in all probability be cloaed. 

The Bed I lorse and Salnion River Min- 
ing Company are getting in ahape to let 
a contract for loOfeetof work nest week. 

The Wisconsin mine on Lookout moun- 
tain is receiving attention. Cabins and 
general quarters have been erected and 
four men will be at work next week. 
The Wisconsin joins the Magnolia and 
the Sovereign. 

NELSON. 
[From the Kelson Miner. I 
For some time the Le Bol manage- 
ment has been endeavoring to trace two 

blocka of atocka, in fact ever since the 
famous mine Ijccame a dividend payor. 
One block baa come to light among the 
effects of V. M. Massey, of Spokane. He 
had given it to the Citizens' National 
Bank aa collateral for a loan of $800. They 
put it up aa security to the Chumbera- 
burg Bank of Pennsylvania. When the 
Citizens' bank went into the hands of a 
receiver the note was sent back to Spo- 
kane attorneys. The stock did not ac- 
company it, but came to light afterward 
and was forwarded. The value is about 
$8,250, with accrued dividends, placing 
the stock at $G.50 per share. The claim 
of the bank is $1,000, so $2,250 will be 
left for the children of Massey. The 
stock will he sold in Spokane at public 
auction on December 28th. 

A cablegram received from London 
states that the meeting of the sliareliokl- 
ers of the Hall Mines, Ltd., resulted in 
the re-election of the majority of the old 
board of directora, and said further that 
there would be no change in the general 
management of tho company. The ma- 
chinery at the mines is now all in place 
and ia sutlicient to admit of the mining 
of over 200 tons of ore per day, the lower 
tunnel ia in COO feet and it ia exj)ected 
the first large body of ore will be reach- 
ed in a few days, the tunnel (which is a 
double-tracked 9x8 working tunnel) will 
be continued about 500 feet more when 
the main body of ore is expected to be 
reached, it is being pushed forward at 
the rate of four feet per day. At present 
between 70 and 80 miners are employed 
stoping and prospecting the mine and 
about the same number on the outside.

prevent the organization within its bor 
tiers of military expeditions ayainst the 
authority of Spain in Cuba. Tho Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States ])re- 
Bcribo a severe penalty, both of line 
and imprisonment, for an offence 
of this sort. Heretofore tho Fed- 
eral courts have dealt very leniently 
with offenders against tho neutrality 
laws. If the spucibua war fever con- 
tinues it may be necessary to inflict ex- 
emplary punishment upon them. The 
United States cannot afford to have its 
reputation indelibly tarnished in tho 
eyes of mankind by toleratinj; an open 
infraction of the fundamental principles 
of international law by its own citizens. 
The individuals who are rushing to the 
oflices of the Cuban Junta to enlist in 
the insurgent forces are ;iot helpini» the 
cause of freedom in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. They are violating one of the 
most necessary and salutary laws of 
their own country and iuvitiuj^ the in- 
ditjnation and contempt of their rational 
fellow citizens. 



CROAKING FROM ROSSLANI). 

The KoBaland Miner is one of the 
organs of public opinion in Kooteuay 
which has been doing much to excite 
public opinion in that district against all 
things governmental which at jireaent 
exist. From the amount of protest, and 
unstinted criticism v.'hich have appeared 
in the columns of that newspaper, one 
would imagine that the people oE Boss- 
land and vicinity are among the most 
downtrodden on the face of the globe. 
The most recent grievance of the Miner 
is that South Kootenay is represented by 
Mr. J. Kellie, of whom it says that 
he is worse than nobody, i.s liostile to 
the district, has no sympathy with the 
aspirations of the camp (whatever those 
may be in particular), and is generally 
incompetent. It says that if he had the 
least spark of sensibility he would have 
resigned long ago, and much else in the 
same line. 

We quote these kind expressions of 
oiiiuion, noton account of their merit, 
but as a sample of the inane criticisms 
which prevail in the columns referred to. 
Whatever may be Mr. ICellio'a faults, 
and he probably has his failings in com- 
mon with the other members of tiie Le^- 
i.slature, he baa always been a warm 
friend of Kootenay, and baa never failed 
at any time in doing his duty by his con- 
stituents in so far as advocating their 
wants or obtaining Government assist- 
ance in their behalf is concerned. 

It must be remembered that Mr. 
Kellie v/aa elected as representative for 
South Kootenay wlien Trail Creek ',vas 
almost unheard of, and its possibilities 
were an unknown quantity. It is true 
that Mr. Kellie lives at Kevelstoke, a 
long distance away, and necessarily can- 
not give the same attention to the wants 
of RoBBl<ind find vicinity as if he were a 
resident of tliat district; but that is 
not Mr. Kellio's lault, ami we know per- 
sonally that it ia f;ir from Ijis intention 
to bo hostile to any portion of Kootenay, 
the interests of which he hag so consis- 
tently advocated, within and without 
Parliament. 

Speaking of Kootenay as a whole, it 
would appear that it owes more to Mr. 
Kelliu's ell'orts in oljtaining (ioverninent 
recognition tliim to any utiier man, and 
to decry him would only be attemjited 
by those who are unaware of the ser- 
vices he has rendered to his district, and 
who are indifferent in regard to the 
reputation and feelings of the gentleman 
who is so groHHly attacked. X(j doubt 
the district (ji South Kootenay, on ac- 
count of its rapidly iuereaaiiig poj)ula- 
tion, will soon have di.-^tinct representa- 
tion in the House, but in tho meantime 
it would seem that the interests of 
South, aa well as those of Noith, Koot- 
enay are quite safe in the hands of Mr. 
Kellie. 

GOOD ADVICE. 

To look at the telegrams and road 
many of the artitdus that appear in the 
])resB of tho neighboring republic one 
would think that the entire people of 
the United States was possessed with a 
spirit of haired for Spain, and that any 
attempt to help tho Cubans, however 
rash or hopeless of success would be, if 
not absolutely discountenanced, at least 
spoken of in terms of mild disapproval. 
If any one had formed such an opinion 
the subjoined stern but wholesome ad- 
vice given to those United States citizens 
who are eager or pretend they are eager 
to join the Cuban army will he a sur- 
prise. In an article entitled " I'hid This 
I'olly," the New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser eaya:

FAIR I'LAY FOR ALL. 



The Washington Mining Journal, pub- 
lished at Seattle, by W. D. Pratt, form- 
erly of RoBsland, the first number of 
which is to hand, states that " British 
Columbia newspapers announce that the 
Provincial Parliament, which tiasembles 
at Victoria after the holidays, will re- 
peal the law which permits citizens of 
the United States and other ' aliens ' to 
prosjjeet for precious metals in British 
Columbia territory." We do not know 
upon what authority tho " nowejiapera " 
to wliich ttie Mining Journal refers an- 
nounce that the Provincial Legis- 
lature will " repeal the law," but 
certainly our contemporary fs very 
much beclouded on the question. In 
the first place, as a rule, the newsi)apers 
do not announce wliat or what not the 
the Government intend todoat asession 
of the Legislature, that being usually re- 
served for the Speech from the Throne. 
Nor do we know of any " law " which 
permits citizens of the United States or 
other " aliens " to prospect. They are 
permitted by the absence of any law to 
the contrary, or rather are not prohil)it- 
ed by law. If tho Legislature took any 
action in this matter at all, about which 
one or two papers in the Interior have 
been talking as desirable, it would be to 
pass a new law, not to repeal an existing 
one ; but we do not think that any such 
thing has crossed the mindsof either the 
Government or individual members of 
Parliament. 

The Washington ^Mining Journal 
seems to threaten dire things if such a 
law is ])asscd, the most important of 
which is that the American ])rospector 
will quietly roll up his blankets, extin- 
guish the embers of bis camp-fire and 
return to the other side. Such a casual- 
ty need not be anticipated. 

If, however, an alien law is passed hy 
the Dominion Government, or if the 
Provincial Government refused to grant 
licenses to citizens of the United ,States 
to prospect and own mines in British 
Columbia, it would only be following 
out the insane policy of the United 
States itself, and that of many of the 
states of the Union. The latest phaseof 
this "anti-alien " spirit which exists on 
the other side is illustrated in the re- 
cent decision wliich preveifts Canadian j 
nurses from being amjdoyed in hospitals, ; 
of whom, if newsjjaper dispatcliea can be j 
relied upon, a large number are to be 
deported from the city of Buffalo. 

We have no sympathy with legislation j 
which endeavors to exclude the people 
of another country from entering our i 
own for tiio purpose of making a living. | 
It is, nevertheless, amusing to witness' 
the jiroteata of the newspapers in a j 
country which has been tlio chief sinner j 
in this respect when some such law is said | 
to be threatened against their own 
people. 

LAND IX AUSTRALIA. 

Attention of late has been largely 
directed in Australia where a condition 
of things njt unlike those which in a 
measure prevail in British ('olumbia 
existed, to the matter of settling the 
lantl,andthe land laws in general. As 
we know, great tracts of land have been 
hiild by speculators and by others who 
use it for grazing purposes. The ques- 
tion of providing land for the people 
where so much of tlu^ pojr.ilation had 
become centralized in the cities, and 
where il waa diHicult to liiid emjiloy- 
incii for tlieni, liaa presaeti tlie land 
problem to the front and emphasized 
the need for reform. In New South 
Wales it was decided to introduce a 
system of state land control, and a bill 
remodelling the wholu land system of 
the Colony was introduced and passed 
by the Colonial Parliament in 18i)o. 

A good deal of sjieculation existed as 
to its Hucccas, and it is with interest tliat 
we read a report of the result of the first 
year's operations. The promoter of the 
measure, when he introduced it in Par- 
liament, promised to obtain 2,000 new 
settlers within twelve months, and the 
oflieial returns show that over 2, ,500 
families v.oro established in holdings as 
residential selectors. Tho average num- 
ber since 1801 has been about 800 per 
annum, but, as has occurred in many 
other places, settlement was not always 
permanent, and those who made appli- 
cations for lands did not always become 
settlers. Under the Act of IHDo tliero ia 
a perjietual residence on all homestead.", 
twenty-eight years' residence on settle- 
ment leases, ten years on conditional 



at a yearly rental of 1}^ per cent. 

From these classes of holdings there 
will be derived a permanent revenue to 
the state, and on the expiry of the eet- 
tleinent leases there will be larige areas 
of land reverting to the Crown to meet 
the> demands of increasing population. 
This is at least the hope held out at 
present. During the year 335,421 acres 
were taken up under the Homestead 
Clause, 842,537 acres under the settle- 
ment leases, and 134,133 acres on the 
conditional purchases. There has been 
under these conditions an extensive rush 
for land. 

The eagerness to settle the good land 
was shown by the large number of appli- 
cations for blocks thrown open for selec- 
tion. For 48 blocks in tlie Wagga 
Wagga district there were nearly 5,000 
applications; for 20 blocks in the 
Corowa district, about 7,000 applica- 
tions ; and for 33 blocks in the Urana die-i 
trict, 10,000 applicatns, the applications 
being principally residents in Victoria. 
Tho report shows the settlement to bo 
principally by residents of the cities and 
does not represent immigration to any 
considerable extent. Capital is being 
expended on improvement, and the set- 
tlers are meeting their obligations with 
commendable punctuality. 

Aa to the ultimate success very little 
can be judged by the first year's ojjera- 
tions, l)ut the experiment will be looked 
forward to with great interest by tho 
people in those Colonies where condi- 
tions similar to those in Australia exist.

Justice Putuaiu and the Senior 
liritiali Coiiusel Differ in 
Opinion.

The monotony of the Behring Sea 
Claims Commission hearing was varied 
yesterday morning by a little argument 
between Hon. Mr. Peters, the senior 
British counsel, and Mr. Justice Putnam, 
the United States commissioner, in con- 
nection with a question which Mr. Peters 
wished to ask one of the witnesses. Mr. 
Theodore Lubbe was on the stand, and 
after Hon, Mr. Dickinson had concluded 
his cross-examination, Hon. ^Ir. Peters, 
in re-examination, aaked for what 
amount the witness bad sold his interest 
in the schooner Favorite. 

Hon, Mr. Dickinson objected to this 
question, as opening up new matter, 
the cross-examination not having dealt 
with the iiuestion of value. 

lion, Mr. Peters, in reply, said that 
his object was to show in rebuttal that 
whereas Alexander McLean, a witness 
for tlie United States, had stated that 
the Favorite had been sold at the rate of 
ii;,'5,000, tiie fact was that she had been 
sold at the rate of $4,500 — and McLean 
knew it. 

Mr. Justice l^utnam here remarked 
that the question of value should tiave 
been put in by the British in their prin- 
cipal case, and he did not tliink that the 
case should be re-opened on the re-ex- 
amination of a witness as to the value of 
vessels. 

Hon. Mr. Peters submitted that there 
could not be any reason why he should 
not show the price of the Favorite. 

Mr. Justice Putnam responded that, 
speaking for himself, ho must protest 
against opening the door auain 
to lengtlien out the proceedings. 
The commissioners had some rights as to 
time. 

Hon. Mr. Peters wag fully prepared to 
rant that the cominisaioners had rights, 
but as far as counsel were concerneti ho 

iiimed they had a right to present their 
claims in the way they thought best. It 
hadtakenten years before these claims 
could be brought bufore this commission 
and now if it took some time to present 
them it was not the fault of counsel. 

"While the commissioners have 
rights," he said, " we have our right to 
present these claims, and we propoao to 
do so." 

Mr. Justice I'utnam reminded Mr. 
Peters that in any court, even though 
couusbI aeted with tlie utmostgood faith, 
they needed at times to be checked by 
the court. Mr. Peters mnst feel from 
his (Mr. Jii.stice Putnam's) personal con- 
duct that he had the highest regard for 
counsel on both sides, but, ns he said 
before, there were times when they 
needed checking. 

Hon. Mr. Peters — "There are times, 
it is true, when counsel aro ('becked, but 
if counsel feels that be is right he must 
insist upon the course he has taken." 

Mr. Justice Putnam — "That is quite 
right." 

Hon. Mr. Peters felt he was (juite cor- 
rect in the course he had now taken, 
McLean had made certain statemeiita of 
fact, among others that the I'avorile was 
sold for BO much, though he hail not 
mentioned the exact year. What it wau 
now proposed to prove was what sales of 
the Favorite had been made and that 
McLean's statement was incorrect, either 
fioiii defective" memory or some dther 
cause. 

On turning to the notes it was found 
that though the sale mentioned hy 
McLean had not been expri.'ssly men- 
tioned in bis answer, vet from tlie con- 
text lid referred lo 18SI1. 

Mr. Labile declared he knew nothing 
about any sale in UiSti. The sales he 
knew about relerred to earlier years. 

After some further discuBsioii, Mr. 
Jiiatic:e Putnam said — "I have stated 
my views and will novV with<lraw all ob- 
jection and throw the responsibility on 
counsel." 

Hon. Mr. Peters — " 1 am (luite williiiL' 
to assume tiiat resjionsibility." 

The question having been put to Mr. 
Lubbe, be slated that a quarter inieresi 
in the Favorite was sold to Captain 
Alexander McLean in 1883, for $1,337.50, 
and on December 10, 1884, the whole 
vessel was sold to iSpring & Co. for 
$4,,'iOO.

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SMALL DEBTS ACT. 



Full Text of Mr. Justice Walkem's 
Decision as to Its Con- 
stitutionality. 



The Extensive Powers of tlie I;ient.- 
Goverugr of tlie Province 
Defined. 



Yesterday Mr. Justice Walkem 
hiiuded down liia written reasons for 
conciTrring in the verbal judgment given 
by tlio Full Court some weeks ago, up- 
holding the constitutionality of the 
Small Debts Aot. Tlie decision is a 
highly important one, defining, aa it does, 
some of the extensive powers possessed 
by the provinces. 

The full text of the judgment is as fol- 
lows : 

The Small Debts Act 1895," appears 
to me to be constitutional. Opinions to 
the contrary are based on the notion 
which, for some years, prevailed, even 
in very high legal quarters, that the B. 
N. A. Act, in ellect, transferred all the 
prerogatives of the Crown which, before 
its passage, were vested in the governors 
of the several provinces which now con- 
etitute the Eoniiniou, to the governor 
general, as the head of the newly created 
central government, and as sole repre- 
sentative in the Dominion of the 
Sovereign — tlio lieutenant fjovernora be- 
ing regarded ua mere niinisteriiil heads 
of their respective governments and aa 
appointees of the governor general, and 
not of the (Jueen. The provinces, it was 
contended, occupied a jjosition sub- 
ordinate to the central authority and 
analogous to that of a municipality; and 
such In effect is the contention now. 
The beat answer to all this is to be found 
in the following passages from Lonl 
Watsou's judgment in the case of the 
liquidators of the Maritime Bank of 
Canada v. Beceiver General of New 
Brnnswick (1892) A.O. 437: "Their lord- 
ships do not think it necessary to ex- 
amme in minute detail the provisions of 
the act of 1867, which nowhere profess 
to curtail in any respect the rights and 
privileges of the crown, or to disturb the 
relations then subsisting between the 
Sovereign and the provinces. Tlie ob- 
ject of the act was neither to weld the 
provinces into one nor to sub- 
ordinate provincial governments to 
a central authority, but to create 
a federal government — in which they 
should all be represented— entrusted 
with the exclusive administration of 
affairs in which they had a common in- 
terest, each province retaining its inde- 
pendence and autonomy. That object 
was accomplished by distributing, be- 
tween the Dominion and the Provinces, 
all the powers, executive and legislative, 
and all public property and .revenues 
which had previously belonged to the 
provinces ; so that the Dominion gov- 
ernment should be vest2d with such of 
those powers, property and revenues as 
are necessary for the performance of its 
constitutional functions, and that the 
remainder should be retained by the 
provinces for the ])urposes of provincial 
government. Ikit in so far .as regards 
those matters which by section 1)2 are 
specially reserved for provincial legisla- 
tion, tlie legislation of each province 
continues to be free from the control of 
the Dominion, and aa supreme as it was 
before the passing of the act. 

" It is clear, therefore, that the pro- 
vincial legislature does not occupy the 
subordinate position which was ascribed 
to it in the argument of the appellants. 
It derives no authority from IIh; govern- 
ment of Canada, and its status is in no 
way analogous to that of a municipal in- 
stitution, which is an authority consti- 
tuted for purposes of local administra- 
tion. It possesses powers, not of admin- 
istration merely, but of legislation, in 
the strictest sense of that word; and, 
within the limits assigned by section 92 
of the act of 1867, these powers are ex- 
clusive and supreme." 

Further on, the same eminent Judge 
makes the foUowini; observations with 
respect to the statue of a Jjicutenant- 
Governor : " By section 5.S of the act of 
1SG7, the appointment of provincial 
governor is made by the Governor-tien- 
eral-in-Council, ' by instrument under 
the Great Seal of Canadaf' or, in other 
words, bj' the e.Kecutive goveriuuent of 
the Dominion, which is, by section '.K 
expressly declared to continue and be 
vested in the Ciueen. There is no con- 
stitutional anomaly in an executive of- 
licer of the crown receiving his ajipoint- 
ment at the bands of a governing body 
who have no powers and no functions 
except as representatives of the crown. 
The act of the Governor-General and his 
council in making the appointment is, 
within the meaning of the statute, the 
act of the crown; and a lientenant- 
govemor, when uppuiutbJ, is as much a 
representative of Her Majesty for all 
purposes of provincial government as 
the governor-general is for all purposes 
of Dominion government." 

From thi.s clear and forcililo exposition 
of the statute, the inference is irresist- 
ible that in respo't of matters assigned 
to the province by section 92, amongst 
•which is " the adininistration of justice, 
including the constitution, maintenance 
and organization of Provincial courts of 
civil and criminal jurisdiction," the 
provincial legislature has a juriediction 
as plenary as that of the Imperial Par- 
liament (Hodge vs. the Queen, 9 App. 
Gas. 117), and the Lieutenaiii-Covernor, 
as representative of the Sovereign for 
the purposes of provincial govc^rnment, 
lias, and may exorcise, all rciiiiisite pre- 
rogatives of the crown. 

Where, therefore, the legislature con- 
titutes a court, whether of KUi)erior or 
inferior jurisdiction, the i)ower to ap- 
jioint the judge rests, exclusively, if sec- 
tion UG does not interfere vtith it, with 
the Lieutenant-* loverrcr. Moreover, 
the appointment being uiie of the in- 
cidents of the administration ot justice, 
and of '.he constitution of a court, the 
same would be the result in view of the 
maxim that, "whenever a power is 
given by a statute," as, for instance, in 
section 92, to constitute courts,, "every- 
thing necessary to the making of i\ 
effectual is given by implication." (Pot-' 
ter's Dwar.on statutes, 123.) 

Section yi> is as follows: " The Gov- 
ernor-General shall appoint the judges 
of the Superior, District and County 
courts in each province: except those of 
the Courts of Probate of ITova Scotia and i 
New fJrunswick." I 

The section, obviously, lias the ellect 
ol ui vesting the Lieutenant-Governor of ^ 



the appointing powers specified, and 
vcstiug them in the Governor-General. 
It must, therefore, bo construed strictly, 
in accordance with the rule with respect 
to statutes, that the crown is not de- 
prived of any of its prerogatives except 
by explicit or unambiguous language; 
" and where the language of the statute is 
general, and its wide and natural sense 
would divest or take away any pre- 
rogative or right from tlie crov/n, it is 
construed bo as to exclude that efFeet." 
(JIax. on statutes,* 3rd ed., p. 101). 
The Small Debts court is not one of the 
courts mentioned in the section, either in 
name or nature. It is not a Superior 
court; nor is it a District court, for 
that court, within the meaning of the 
section, is a court peculiar to the prov- 
ince of Ciuebec; nor is it a County court 
as that court is constituted here, or in 
Ontario. Its jurisdiction is limited to 
claims for debt, not exceeding iflOO; and 
although it may trench upon the juris- 
diction of the county court, that ia no 
reason, to my mind, for condemning the 
act which creates it. It is, certainly, no 
reason for holding, in the face of the 
rule aliove stated, that section 9() de 
prives the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
power to appoint the judge of it. Where 
is the specific language to that effect, or, 
indeed, any language, to use Maxwell's 
v.'ords, which, " makes the inference 
irresiutible " that the Imperial legisla' 
ture intended to extend the operation of 
the section to all courts other than those 
specified in the section? The section 
must be restricted to its fair meaning; 
and, in my opinion, the courts it refers 
to are courts of a nigh class, as appears 
by sections 97 to 101; for the judges are 
to be selected from the bar and paid, 
and, when necessary, pensioned, by the 
Dominion. The Small Debts court is, 
admitte<lly, not of that class. The divid 
ing line between courts of the class rO' 
ferred to and those of lower degree, must 
depend on the circumstances of each 
case, and be determined by the legisla 
ture; and that that liody may act un- 
wisely, or exceed its powers, as was sug 
gested, by increasing the jurisdiction of 
the court so as to make it, in efl'ect, a 
Superior,or County, court is not to be at- 
Bumed. (See the observations, on this 
point, of the Privy Council in Bank of 
Toronto vs. Lambe, 12 App. Cas. 575.) 

All that section 9(> does ia to curtail or 
abridge the Lieutenant-Governor's pre- 
rogative to the extent I have mentioned 
— namely, to divest him of the power to 
appoint judges to the Superior and 
County courts or to courts of" that high 
class, and vest it in the Governor-Gen- 
eral. The section, moreover, would, 
obviously, have been superfluous if the 
power would have vested in the Gov 
ernor-General as an incident of his 
office. 

The act in question directly assigns 
the jurisdiction of the Small Debts court 
to Stipendiary and Police magistrates — 
officers appointed to preside over their 
respective criminal courts by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. The increase of juris- 
diction manifestly involves, in an indi 
rect way, the power of appointment to 
the extent of that increase, hence the 
question as to the constitutionality of 
the act. The Lieutenant-Governor's 
power to appoint the officers mentioned 
as well as justices of the peace has never 
been questioned here, and in some of 
the other provinces it has been held to 
be undeniable, as being incidental to the 
administration of justice — a matter, as I 
before observed, assigned by section 92 
to the exclusive control of the province. 
Again, it is well settled that the legisla- 
ture iiiav, either in respect of subject 
matter or area, increase, curtail, or even 
extinguish the jurisdiction of any pro- 
vincial court. 

It, consequently, may impose addi 
tional duties of a judicial character on 
any of the judges of the province, in 
eluding those of the Supreme court, as 
it, indiei', practically iloes in nearly 
every inatiince in wliicli it sanctions 
ajjnew st.aune, or amends an old one. 
\V'hat objection, therefore, can there .be 
to giving the magistrates mentioned the 
civil jurisdiction created by the new act? 
A question of debt of $100, or leas, seems 
to me to be of far less importance than 
many of the criminal matters that often 
come before them. 

The magistrates' courts, certainly, do 
not become Superior courts, or courts of 
the high class referred to in section 9li, 
merely because of the additional civil 
jurisdiction given to them. Uence, from 
a constitutional point of view, the act ia 
unobjectionable.

There is another matter which would 
bear referring to. There was an appro- 
priation of $500 this year for park pur- 
poses, and what did the park committee 
do?

POnTLAND-AnSTRALIAN MNEllS. 

Mr. F. 0. Davidge, general agent of 
the 0. R. & N. steamship lino, arrived 
from Portland yesterday, and reports 
that the big steamer Aswanloy, which is 
to be the pioneer of the Portland-Aus- 
tralian line, reached that port on Sunday 
noon. The steamer is of the modern- 
built typo of cargo steamers, whicli are 
fast relegating tlio sailing vessels to the 
rear, and while she can carry an irn- 
nienae cargo with a very light coal con- 
sumption, alio also shows very good 
speed for a freighter. The vessel is on a 
"round-the-world" voyage, having 
sailed from Tyne, England, on the LStii 
of July in ballast for New York. Mr. 
Davidge expects the Monmouthshire, of 
the O.K. & N. lino this evening, to spend 
Christinas in port. As previously slated 
the steamer will have a very heavy cargo 
from Victoria, the bulkiest of it being 
lime. 

Klil'AIRIXG IS MID-OCEAN. 

The British turreted whaleback 
steamer Oak Branch, which excited in- 
terest in New York harbor because of 
her peculiar construction, had a remark- 
able experience recently on a voyage 
from Shanghai to Sydney in water bal- 
last. It appears that the steamer lost 
her propeller and shaft in mid-ocean, 
and lay helpless in not the best of 
weather. There was an additional pro- 
peller and shaft aboard, and her en- 
gineer set about to make repairs. The 
ballast aft was pumped out and the for- 
ward tanks filled. Then the extra shaft 
and propeller were swung over and 
fitted into place. The job retiuired eight 
days, daring which the weather was bad 
and the sharks worse. The steamer pro- 
ceeded on her voyage, arriving safely at 
Sydney. 

THE " WILD SWA.S'.S "' INJUIIIKS. 

H.M.S. Wild Swan, which struck a 
rock in Callao harbor some months ago, 
is now in the dry dock receiving repairs. 
She has been on the J)locks Binco the 
8th inet., and will not bo lloated until 
Saturday next. About twenty feet of 
the foremost end of the bilge keel on the 
port Bide was torn away or damaged 
through her accident, and a few of the 
inner timbers were touched. Apart 
from this the ship sustained no other in- 
jury. 

Tin; I.OWKHT CIIARTEU. 

The British bark Midaa was chartered 
last week by Sibson & Kerr to load at 
Portland at 20 shillings, the lowest rate 
ever paid for a grain ship in that port. 
There is not very much money in 
carrying grain lt5,000 miles for 'iO'shil- 
lings per ton, but it is probable that 
quite a number of disengaged vessels 
on the coast would take that in pre- 
ference to laying up.

CAIi S'fBIKE. 

The Boston Trouble Likely to Be More Seri- 
ous Than Anticipated. 

BosTo.v, Dec. 23.— The tie- up of tlie 
West End road, if it ehould jirove as 
couiulete ae ia now predicted, would 
cauEO widespror.d discomfort, not only to 
city reuidents, Intt t9 suburban resideuta 
for miles around . That lUe strike ques- 
tlou is not a sUddeb decision is indicated 
by an Intol'vlew with a union ofncial. 
The official said : " The trouble between 
the corporation ofliciuls and the men has 
been brewing for some time. 

" from the nine divisions of the road, 
complaints have been received at the 
Union's headquarters that the divisional 
puperintenilont, the claims department 
and the other departments of the road 
have been crowding the men, overwork- 
ing them, also letting them off and dis- 
charging them witiiout suHicient cause. 
The men became so restive over their 
treatment that the union oflicers were 
obliged to take cognizance of the com- 
plaints. 

" The climax came when several em- 
ployes who made individual complaints 
of their treatment were snrnmaiily dis- 
missed. The efl'ect of the treatment was 
that the men joined the divisional 
unions, and when they were sufliciently 
strong the union officials jirepared an 
agreement which would obliterate the 
cause of complaints, which have been 
gradually increasing since the agreement 
of LSI)4 went out of existence." 

On presenting this new agreement 
to President Little ho referred the con 
ference committee, who liad charge of 
the matter for the union, to Superiii- 
tenilent Ku<;go, with the statement that 
the latter otlicial had full power to ad 
just matters. Two conferences were had 
between Superintendent Rugge and the 
committee. They reported to the joint 
unions that practically all the things 
asked of the management had been con- 
ceded excepting the request for $2.50 a 
day, an increase of 25 cents on wages at 
the present time. 

Owing to this demand the only objec- 
tion to the completion of the agreement, 
the Union voted to leave the wages as 
before, namely, $2.25 a day. This action 
of the Union was conveyed to Superin- 
tendent Rugge by letter. The latter re- 
plied a few days later, saying that l.e 
ilid not have the power to sign the agree- 
ment, and referred the committee to 
President Little. A request was imme- 
diately sent to President Little for a con- 
ference, but up to the present time no 
reply has been received by the com- 
mittee. 



TO OBSTRUCT SEALERS. 

Secretary ot State Olney Wants to Stop 
Sealing Pending Yet Another 
Investigation. 

New York, Dec. 23. — A special to the 
Herald from Washington, D.C., says: 
"As a result of the investigation made 
into the ftir sealing question by llritiah 
aiid American experts, it is expected by 
officials of the state and treasury dejiart- 
menta that Great Britain will be willing 
to agree to changes in the award regula- 
tions having in view the iietter protection 
of the seal lialieries. Negotiations are 
now in progress between tlie two govern- 
ments. Data bearing upon the report of 
the Brit[ah commissioners has reached 
the state department, and also the final 
report of Professor David Starr Jordan, 
who examined into the condition of the 
fur seal herd for ttiis government. 

Prof. Jordan shows, it is said, that 
more stringent regulations must be ad- 
opted if the fur seal is to be preserved. 
He states that the decrease is due to 
pelagic sealing and urges the several 
governments interested in the industry 
to agree to_ regulations which will give 
them the right for the protection of the 
seals. In case new regulations are not 
agreed upon Prof. Jordan suggest.s that 
the patro! maintained by tiio United 
States be limited to lleliring sea, instead 
of covering those waters and 'he North 
Pacific. 

The state dejiartment officials have not 
given up l-.ope that (ircal I'.ritain will 
consent to the nroposition suljinitted by 
Secretary Olney some months ago, which 
she rejected at the time, providing for 
the appointment of an international 
commission to bo composed of repre- 
sentatives of R.ussia, Jii|)an, Cireat 
^ Britain and the Cnited Stales to con-

OVER A DOZEN IdVES LO.ST. 

Wreck ol a BarK in tlie Gulf ol Campeche- 
'rhe Captain's I'atal rrlistake. 

San- Dii'Oo, Dec. L'.'!.— A terrific storm 
occurred in the Gulf of Caiiipeche, on 
the nth and IL'th of this month, and 
among other casualties reported is the 
wreck of the bark .lamaica, with twelve 
passengers and most of the crew lost. 
The Jamaica wa6 bound from Campoclie 
to Vera Cvux and hail a valuable 
cargo and some treasnro aboard. 
Aa long as the ship remained in 
good condition she was sent acudding 
beforejthe wind, and at one time \'era 
Cruz was sighted, but accitient after ac- 
cident Anally made it impoasible to live 
in the enormous seas. With almoEt all 
the sails blown away the Jamaica re- 
turned and attempted to setback here 
but without success. Most of the crew 
simply put on life preservers and 
jumped into the sea. The cap- 
tain was one of these. He 
strapped one hundred I\rexican dollars 
upon himself and, clinging to a barrel, 
tried to reach shore. The survivors saw 
him sink, owing to the weight of the 
metal. The siglit was terrible ; one pas 
senger after another sank, the boats 
jiroving unmanageable. The crtiv/ were 
all drowned and only three men and a 
boy escajied of the passengers. The 
wreck occurred off the port of Dos Eos 
ae, Tabas county.
